CHINESE SITUATION 


APPROACHES A CRISIS 


England Challenges the World in Her Op- 


position to the Great White 


Russian Bear.

LONDON, March 8.--Sensational develop- 


ments in the Chinese situation have taken place 


\ 


in the last few hours. England is convinced that 
Russia aims to annex Manchuria aud is now seek- 
ing to accomplish that purpose. 
England pro- 


poses to prevent it if possible. 


The United States has already been asked if 


it is prepared to make representations to Russia in 
the matter. Japan is also relied on to take posi- 
tive action in the matter. Russia, of course, has 
the support-of France and possibly of the Kaiser.
